JOINT SESSION. 


The Council and House of Representatives being assembled 
in joint session in the Representative Hall. His Excellency 
D. Meriwether, Governor of the Territory of New Mexico, ap- 
peared at the bar of the House, and read the following message. 
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MESSAGE. 


GENTLEMEN OF TUE CouNcIL AND 


Hovsr or REPRESENTATIVES! 


Having been chosen, by your respective constituencies, as 
their agents to legislate for them and their welfare, it may rea- 
sonably be expected that whilst each member will watch with a 
jealous eye over the local interests of his own immediate constit- 
uents, yet that the general good will never be lost sight of. In 
deed it can very rarely happen, in a community like ours, that 
the interests of any one locality or section will be found at war 
with the common good. The legislative power and authority of 
the Territory, having been vested jointly in the Legislative As- 
sembly, composed of members chosen by, and representing vari- 
ous, local constituencies, and the Governor, who is supposed to 
represent the entire community without reference to any frac- 
tional parts,—and that power and authority extending to all 
rightful subjects of legislation, consistent with the Constitution 
of the United States, and the provisions of the Organic Law, let 
us approach our duties with eyes ‘steadily fixed upon the honor 
and best interest of our common country. l 

There is no single duty which it is incumbent upon me to per- 
form, that I approach with greater diffidence and distrust in my 
own capacity than that of laying before the Legislative Assembly 
the subjects requiring legislative action. My very recent arri- 
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val in the Territory and consequent limited knowledge ofits con- 
dition and wants, will, I fear, render it difficult for me to discharge 
this duty in a manner creditable to myself or profitable to oth- 
ers. Relying, however, upon your superior knowledge, to com- 
pensate for my own deficiency, I promise to bring into requisi- 
sition my utmost zeal for the promotion of the common good. | 
One of the first great subjects of paramount interest to every 
community, is general education ; for unless the public mind be 
enlightened, no pecple can ever attain a very high degree of 
prosperity and happiness. Education is to the mind what culti- 
vation is to the soil; when the latter is rich and fertile, vege- 
tation may be rank and luxuriant even without culture, but, 
there will be little profit in the production. So it is with the 
human mind; if this bestrong and fertile, then the ideas and con- 
ceptions may be rich and brilliant; but without culture half of its 
richness and brilliancy will inevitably be lost. Mental culture 
becomes vastly more necessary to a community living under a re- 
publican form of government, such as ours, than to any- other ; 
for the whole theory of such a structre is based upon, and its sta- 
bility dependent on, the intelligence of the people. The true 
theory of such a government is, that all power is inherent in, 
and derived from the people; then how important does it be- 
come that a people, possessing such vast powers, should be sufi- 
ciently enlightened to make an intelligent and proper disposition 
of them. Let it be recollected, too, that under our happy form 
of government, its highest honors and richest emoluments are 
open to the competition of all, none are necessarily excluded, 
save those whom ignorance has rendered incompetent, or vice 
unworthy. It should also be recollected that ignorance is a fruit- 


` ful source of crime and misery. On examination of the reports 


made by the various keepers of the penitentiaries of the several 


' States of this Union, it will be found, that more than obe halt 


of the convicts ean neither read nor write; and this, too, in 
communities where at least nineteen out of twenty of the adult 
population possess the advantage of education. Henze the ig- 
norant, who compose but one twentieth part ofthe population, 
are shown to have perpetrated one half of the crimes. If, then, 


- the advantages to which [have alluced, be in any considerable 


degree attributable to education, and the disadvantages to ‘the 


= want of it, I submit to you, as the representatives of the people 


whether it be not one of your first and most important duties to 
devise means for the education of the rising generation. Tt 
must be admitted that the resources of the Territory are limited in 
the extreme ; yet he who shall, with such limited means, devise 
a plan adequate to the accomplishment of this great end, will 


richly deserve to be ranked with the benefactors of his country. 


The plan which to my mind promises the best results towards 
the creation of a fund for educational purposes, is for the Legis. 
lative Assembly to memorialize the Congress of the United 


-m 
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States in favor of a grant to the Territory of one eighteenth part 
of the proceeds of the sales of all the public lands therein, in 
lien of the grant heretofore made of the 16th and 36th sections 
in each township. This plan iè suggested, not because it is 
deemed adequate to the accomplishment of the end desired, but 
because the former grant is rendered wholly nugatory ‘by the 
peculiar structure of the country; and inadequate as it is, this 
may becomea nucleus, around which other means may be drawn, 
which in time may prove sufficient. 

There is another subject, of much delicacy in its adjustment, 
but of vital interest to all well-regulated governments, and one 
that must be attended to sooner or later, and that is revenue. 
Without a sufficient amount of revenne to defray the cost of an 
economical administration of their government, no people can 
have such government properly administered; and hence I 
would call to this subject your most serious attention. It is 
said that the laborer is worthy of his hire; and it is suggested 
that the efficient officer of government is also worthy of his sala- 
ry; experience teaches, too, that the laborer will perform his 


duty with grestest alacrity when confident of receiving his hire - 


promptly, and the same rule will hold equally good when ap- 
plied to the officers of government. Understanding the truth of 
these maxims, it will be found that wherever the government of 
the United States has created an office in this Territory or else- 
where, the same government has provided for the prompt pay- 
ment of the salary attached toit. The creation and payment of 
the salaries of a large number of the officers of the Territory by 
the general government, leaves, comparatively speaking, but a 
small amount of revenue necessary to be raised by the Legisla- 
tive Assembly. And, surely, when we ourselves create and pro- 
vide for the tilling of offices, itis incumbent upon us also to pro- 
vide the necessary means to'secure a prompt payment of the sal- 
aries attached. 

Government being designed to secure to each member of a 
community the peaceful enjoyment of life, liberty and property, 
it is incumbent upon each one to contribute afi equitable portion 
towards its support; and it also becomes the duty of that gov- 
ernment to devise such a system as will accomplish the desired 
end with equity and justice. But when a system has been de- 
vised, fully adequate to secure an equitable imposition of taxes, 
it then becomes the duty of the government to devise laws to se- 
cure a prompt collection, and safe keeping, of the revenue. In 
this particular, I am constrained to suggest that the laws now 


in force are wholly inadequate, and recommend that more strin- ` 


gent ones be passed. Indeed, such is the frequency of failures 
to pay over the public revenue, that I suggest the propriety of 
declaring all defaulting officérs guilty of felony, and having 
them punished accordingly ; to this, no honest officer can be ex- 
pected to present a reasonable objection, and those who are dis- 
honest, require such a restraint. This is not a novel feature in 
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legislation, but on the contrary, it is the present law of the Uni- 
ted States, applicable to the officers of the general government ; 
and itis understood to be the law in several of the States of this 
Union. 

I herewith transmit, to the Legislative Assembly, the annual 
Reports of the Auditor and Treasurer of the Territory, for the 
fiscal year ending on the 15th of November last, by which it will 
be seen that the amount of receipts by the treasurer for that year 
was $3,886 36, whilst the payments made by him dung the 
game period, amounted to $8,899 49, and there are ontstanding 
warrants issued during the same period, amounting to $2,620 65. 
To which add outstanding warrants issued during preceding 
years, amounting to $431 93, and you have, as the total out-° 
standing warrants, the sum of $8,052 58- To which add the 
the unpaid balance due on loans authorized by law, amotnting, 
principal and interest, to $6,628 01, and the total indebtedness of 
the Territory stands at $9,680 59. This amount incindes every 
debt due from the treasury of the Territory of which any record 
can be found, and it is therefore, assumed to be correct. There 
is still due from various collectors of the revenue of the Territo- 
ry, the sum of $3,161 62, of which it is presumed that there 
will eventually be collected $2,371 22, leaving a total deficit to 
be provided for of $7,809 87. 

The law authorizing the licensing of gambling honses, has 
produced no revenue during the past year, and as the policy of 
deriving revenne from such a source is, to say the least of it, 
very doubtful, I would unhesitatingly recommend its repeal. If 
the heavy taxes imposed upon such establishments, tended to the 
suppression of this baneful and demoralizing vice, Í should hesi- 
tate to recommend this course, but as it is evident that no such 
effect is produced, I would recommend the imposition of heavy 
penalties upon all who indulge in it. 

It is apprehended that the law does not impose sufficient 
checks upon the sherifis in the collection and rendition of their 
accounts of the revenue derivable from licenses, and I would rec- 
omend an amendinent in that particular, Applicants for licenses | 
should be required to pay to the sheriff of the county, the amount 
of the tax imposed, and take his receipt for the same, and then 
the prefect should issue the license, and preserve the sheriff’s 
receipt as evidence against him in the settlement of his ac- 
counts. 

The right of suffrage is a privilege held dear by every Ameri- 

\can freeman, and great care should be had that this inestimable 
right be not abused or trenched upon by such as are not legally 
entitled to its exercise, it being a clear proposition that every 
illegal vote nutralizes -one that is legal, J would, therctore, 
recommend a careful revision of the election Jaws, and that 
care should be taken to render its provisions so clear and ex- 
plicit, . as to secure to each and every legal voter the dull exer- 
cise of bis rights, whilst all others shall be excluded without 
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cavil or doubt. It is important that this law be made go expli- 
cit, if possible, as not to see of a doubt as to who is, and who 
is not, a legs al voter, and so clear that returning officers of elec- 
tions cannot mistake the legal manner of making returns, It 
appears that in some parts “of the Ter ritory the pueblo Indians 
were permitted to vote at the late election, whilst in other parts 
they were excluded; and T would recominend express legisla- 
tive action upon thie point. The subj ect of the election laws is 
recommended to your serious consideration because of its in- 
trinsic importance, and because a well-grounded opinion pre- 
vails, that a fair expression of the public ‘Will is not had through 
the ballot box. 

Í apprehend that the penal laws may also roquire revision at 
your hands; and I would resnociinily suggos st that all such laws 
should be framed with a view, not only to the protection of the 
innocent and t the punishment ‘of tho guilty, bat also to’ the re- 


formation of the datter. When fines are imposed as a punish- 


ment for minor offences, there should be, in my judgment, some 
limit fis xed to the term of imprisonment, in the event of a failure 
to pay such fine; and the length of the time of imprisonment 
should be pean {l to the amount of the fine imposed. As an’ 
aditional resson Yor taking this subject under your serious ad- 
yaan ent, [ take the ae arty of stating the fa e of my having 

xereised the pazi foniag power, ve sted in the Governor by the 
One) Low, In favor of an individual ee had been incarcer- 
ated i in one of the jei of the 'Perzitory, for the period of five 
years, in oe uenco of his inability to ae a fine of fifty dol- 
dars. Without the CXE reise of the “exeentive clemency, and 
without the ability to pey his fine, there was no limit to this 
man’s imprison can short of the pried of his natural life. If 
the olieucs eau nitid only reqnired the imposition of a fine of 
fifty doilars, surely his failars to pay could not reqnire that he 
should be imprisoned for Lfe, Agsin, undor such a system of 
Jaws, the puntshnont iuilictod upon one who commits a trivial 
oien 00, anid upon whoa a limitet foe is imposed, may become 
as great as that « ufhor who ig guilty of an offence of a much 
bipher grado. and upon whom 2 much n fine is cleservedly 
assessed, Leeause if both be unable to pay eir fines, then the 
a sino of cael may be withont | liinis. 

in this connection, yonr attention ik respect ally ealled to the 
condition of rs pubiic a of the several counties of the Ter- 
ritory, many of winch, 3 [am info med, are insufficient for the 
Sais “eustody of pris onors, Ty mm 13$ be obvious to all reflecting 
minds, that fhe laws eannos be enforced, i and that crimes and 
disorders musi po y -ithont panisin uent, unless there | be good and 
enitigient jails 10 the saf keeping of each as may be appre- 
hended for breaches of the penal laws. And it is equally obh- 
vious, Ha where one connly discs provide a good and snfiictent 
prison, wid another connty mils to a SO, ‘that even-handed 
justice enmet be aauinistored alfke io all parts of the Territory.

In addition to all this, it should be borne in mind that a want 
of security in the common jails, tends to acts of violence and 
bleod. The vicious, presuming upon the probabilities of 
escape, lose all salutary fears of punishment, and hence are 
encouraged in the commission of crime, whilst the mass of the 
community are stimulated to take the execution of the laws into 
their own hands, under the impression that these probabilities 
of escape may be realized. 

I would also invite your attention to the condition of the 
prisoners confined {in jail, as I am informed that some of the 
counties have failed to make adequate provision for their sub- 
sistence. | 

Another important consideration connected with the adminis- 
tration of justice is, the manner of selecting juries; and I ap- 
Pon that our jury system is obnoctious. to serious objections. 

o man should possess the power of influencing the course of 
justice by the selection of either the grand or petty juries; no 
good man would desire such a power, and, when wielded by a 
bad one, it may become the worst species of oppression. No- 
thing can be more desirable to a community than that the stream 
of justice shonld flow with an even current pure and undefiled ; 
and, if possible, every litigant should be made to feel, on leaving 
a court of justice, whether successful or not, a consciousness of 
having had a fair and impartial trial. 3 

Asa remedy, I would suggest that the jury law be so amend- 
ed, as to take the selection of jurors entirely from the officers 
of the courts ; and. on the adjournment of every court, the judge 
thereof be required to appoint three disinterested commissioners, 
whose duty it should be to meet at the court house of the county 
at least thirty days before the next succeeding term of the court, 
and select one hundred competent jurors, from whom the re- 
quisite number should be drawn by lot. 

As this community is composed of citizens speaking different 
languages, the necessity of having the laws printed in both 
English and Spanish is perfectly apparent; but the necessity 


of having correct translations is equally apparent. ` And having _ 


ascertained that important discrepancies exist in the laws, as 
printed on the statute book, in the two different languages, I 
would recommend an entire revision, with the view to the cor- 
recting of this evil. 

At the last session of the Congress of the United States, an 
appropriation was made by that body for the purchase of a site 
and erection of a penitentiary within this Territory, and as the 
money appropriated was placed at the disposition of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, I have taken the liberty of addressing 
him a communication upon the subject. An answer to this 
communication may reasonably be expected before the final 
adjournment of the present session of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, and if so, such answer will be promptly communicated to 
your honorable body, with a view to legislative action if neces- 
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sary. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the time is not far dis- 


tant when an institution so necessary will be established within. 


the Territory. . l | 

Subsequent to the close of the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly, the board of Commissioners of public buildings have 
selected a site and commenced the erection of a State honse, 
amply suflicient for the accommodation of both Houses of the 
Legislative Assembly, and the various officers connected with 
the territorial government, including the Supreme and District 
courts. A plan or draught of this building, together with the 
proceedings of the Commissioners, and estimates of the amount 
of money necessary to its completion, are herewith transmitted 
for your better information. l 

As this Territory has not its destiny in its own hands, but is 
dependent upon the general government, in many particulars, 
for its prosperity and happiness, and feeling fully assured of the 
paternal regard which is entertained for this remote section of 
‘the Union by. that Government, I respectfully recommend that 
the Legislative Assembly memorialize Congress on the following 
subjects : | 

Ist. In favor of an appropriation in money for common 
school purposes, in Heu of the 16th and 386th sections of public 
lands heretofore granted. . 

2d. In favor of a removal of the wild Indians to a more re- 
mote distance from our frontier settlements. 

dd. In favor of raising a regiment of volunteers for the pro- 
tection of the frontier settlements; to be paid, armed and 
equipped by the general government. m 

4th. In favor of the creation of a board of Commsssioner's, 
authorized to settle land claims in the Territory, similar to that 
established in the State of California. 7 


5th. In favor of an early survey and sale of the public lands’ 


in New Mexico. | 

6th. In favor of grants of the public lands to actual set- 
tlers thereon, such as has been made in the Territory of Ore- 
gon. = 
Tth. In favor of a geological survey of the Territory of New 
Mexico, such as was made of the Lake Superior country. 

8th. In favor of an appropriation to pay for the recording 
and preservation of the ancient archives and land titles of New 
Mexico. | a 

9th. In favor of an-appropriation for the construction and 
improvement of roads leading to and through the Territory, 
similar to the appropriations heretofore made to the Territories 
of Oregon and Minnesota.

icd is making no effort in her own behalf. To other parts of 
the confederacy the location of this great national highway will 
add additional prosperity and greatness; to us it is the great 
fountain from which must fow all our grandeur and prosperity. 
To them it is a matter of secondary interest; to us it is a qucs- 
tion of primary importance. They recollect that fortune favors 
those who help themselves, and are striving manfully to deserve 
her smiles ; we are standing still, hoping to obtain her blessings 
without making an effort worthy of success. They are expend- 
ing large sums of money in developing the practicability of the 
reutes most favorable to their interests; but we lave not ex- 
pended one dollar for a like perpose iu our own behalf. 
Destitute as this Territory is of navigable streams, and possess- 
ing the vast mineral wealth which is known to be deposited in 
her mountains, it is believed that no country is more dependent 
upon railroad comminnicaiion for the development of its re- 
sources. 

- Several exploring parties organized by the general govern- 
ment; for ascertaining the most practicable route across tho con- 
finent, have recently traversed the Territory. ‘The State of 
Texas is also understood to have a party in the ed, with a 
similar object in view, and private enterprize is directing its 
attention in a more northerly direction, í would, therefore, 
recommend that the Legislative Assembly authorize the organi- . 
zation of an exploring party, for the purpose of examining the 
various passes through the mountains lying between our frontier 
settlements and those of California, al as early a day as practi- 
cable- This recommendation is made with a confident belief 
that the superior knowledge possessed by this people of the 
topography -of the conntry, and the vast interest which New 
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Mexico has at stake, will- fully justify the expenditure necessary 
to carry it out. | A

The committee believe that in the act under their considera- 
tion all contracts already in existence, as well as those to be en- 
tered into, hereafter, are equally subject to the operation of this 
law, and they deem it retrospective in its character, and conse- 
quently contrary to the article of the constitution above men- 
tioned, with respect to the expediency and utility of the law, the 
committee cannot perceive any advantage to be derived from: the 
passage Of this act, to society, and much less to the interests of 
the Territory, as all persons when they contract or have contrac- 


ted the payment of any moncy for value received should be ` 


obliged by the law, as they are by their honor and good faith, 
to pay the same from their property, andthe relation between 
debtor and creditor being equally complete by law, the debtor 
has no more right to place conditions on the payment of the debt, 
which-do not exist in the contract, than the creditor has to ex- 
pect from the debtor, any thing that is not conditioned in the 
contract between them both. 

The committee believe also, that the effect of the law would 
be to give an opportunity to dishonest persons to defrand their 
creditors of their just dues, and to destroy all credit and confi- 
dence, both public and private. l 

Another objection to the act is, that it does not provide any 
mode by which a debt may be recovered, it prohibits the sale of 


any property which does not bring two thirds ofits value, and. 


by this provision the debtor can always hold possession of his 
property, and the creditor is forever deprived of his right, if he 
does not buy the property paying often more than the property 
is worth, if he has any use or necessity for the property or effects 
offered for sale; all laws effecting contracts between’ persons ca- 
pable of contracting are necessarily prejudicial; then it is to be 
supposed that every man or woman, when they are to trade or 
contract a debt, have examined the mode the debt may be re- 
covered, and according to our experience, ninety-nine persons in 
every hundred will comply with their engagements. Then the 
Jaw proposed by the House of Representatives, is for the relief 
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and benefit of the one person, and against the right and interes. 
of the ninety nine. 

The committee believe that the little individual benefit (ifeven 
there should be any ) that might result from said act, would be 
much more, an ill advised act, in the general loss of confidence be- 
tween individuals of society, ‘and in the bad faith to which it 
would give place and which without doubt would be practiced 
under cover of the same act.

Ist., confers on the Congress of the. United States, alone, the

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Power to establish uniform rules of naturalization for and in the - 


United States. 

In Congress alone exists the power to pass laws relative to the 
admission, to the rights of citizenship of any alien, and the Con- 
stitation which is the Supreme law, and said laws have to be 
general and not made applicable to particular cases or individuals 
for as much as it is evident that, the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of New Mexico has not the constitutional power to 
pass a law of the kind that this committee have taken under con» 
sideration, : 

Nor in ovr opinion, hasthe Legislature of this Territory pow- 


er to annul by any act of theirs, the voluntary declaration of that 


portion ‘of our citizens of this Territory, that in the year 1849 
elected to retain the character of citizens of the Republic of 
Mexico. 
_ This declaration was made according to the 8th Article of the 
Treaty at Guadalupe Hidalgo, which Treaty after it became rat- 
ified by the contracting powers, immediately became the supreme 
law, and all acts coming under this treaty, and in conformity 
with its provisions are irrevocable. 7 

By the proclamation of Governor Washington in the year 1849, 
‘a public mode and form was presented, that all persons who pre- 
ferred to retain the character of Mexican. citizens might do so, 
aud by that act, there is no donbt that those who signed to that 
effect, should remain éxcluded trom the rights of citizens of the 
United States, and consequently without the rights of sufferage, 
or the right to be voted for, until they are admitted to those rights 
according to the Constitution of the United States, and the laws 
in conformity with the same, and though the committee are much 


grieved by the unfortunate sitnation in which said persons re- 


main, being in their native country, and in the land inherited 
from their fathers, and though much we wish that they might 
be liberated from the false position they occupy, and that they 
might be admitted to the rights of citizenship in the country in 
which are their houses and interests; the committee cannot but 
regret, that bv an act of the persons interested, it has been made 
as far as depends upon the Legislative power, impossible. 

For this reason the committeee recommend that the Bill under 


their consideration be rejected and a Memorial of both Houses 


be directed to the Congress of the United. States in favor of an 
amendment to the Organic law as recommended in the message 
of His Excellency the Governor.

When any member of the Council may ask ‘leave 
to return home, by reason of sickness or any other-cause, he shall 
make his solicitude in writing, setting forth therein the cause 
why he wishes to be absent, and then the Council shall deter- 
mine the matter by vote. | 

Arr. 17. It shall. be.in order throughout the session, when 
deemed convenient, for the Council to resolve itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole chamber, on the affairs of the Territory, or ` 
others that they may deem of equal importance. 

Arr. 18. In forming a committee of the whole chamber, the 
President shall leave his seat, and a chairman shall be appoint- 
ed by the President of the chamber.

Art. 20. No rule of the chamber shall be suspended, unless 
by vote of two-thirds of the members present. . 

Arr. 21. There shall be an Interpreter, who shall be elected 
at the same time the other officers of the chamber are elected, 
or whenever it may be necessary, who shall be sworn before he 
enters upon the duties of his office. His duties shall be the 
following: ` 
= īst. To be present in the Council chamber during the entire 

session, unless excused by the chamber. 

2d. To inforin ‘the chamber verbally, and in writing, of all 
matters from the Castillian to English, and from English to Cas- 
tillian, and to any member requiring it. 

Arr. 22. Allaecounts presented of the expenses of the cham- 
ber against the appropriation, shall be revised, examined and

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approved by the corresponding committee, who will make the 
respective report thereon to the chamber. — > 
Arr. 23. At the opening of each session, the nrevions rules - 
of the Council chamber shall be read, and the attention of the 
members shall be called to them for their observance, not only 
in the directive part, but also in the coersive. ` ` 
Arr. 24. These rules may be altered whenever the cham- 
ber may deem necessary, but the modifications or additional ar- 
ticles shall lie one day on the table before their adoption, and 
they shall also receive three several readings. 


ADDITIONAL ARTICLE. 


‘It shall be the duty ofthe Secretary to see that, all documents, 
acts, resolutions, and bills, that are approved by both Houses, 
or those ‘that in particular may be singularly incumbent upon 
the Hon. Council, and all other things pertaining to his office, 
aè described in article 2d chapter 2d of these rules, are ready and 
copied in good order by the last day of the session of this Hon.

The time having arrived when it becomes my duty to report 
upon the finahgjal affairs of the Territory for the past year, and 
to show from whence the revenue has been derived, and in 
what manner it has been expended, I beg leave. to refer you to 
the annexed account, where it will be seen that the sum of 
$3886 36 has been received and charged to the territorial 
Treasurer, and warrants (to his credit), in payment for services 
rendered under the laws of the Territory, have been drawn ac- 
cording to law, duplicates of which are on file in this office, to | 
the amount of $6507 01, and that the excess of expenditures 
over the receipts, for the year ending November 15th, 1853, 
amounts to $2620 65; I would here state that so large an ex- 
cess would not have been ercated had there been prompt and 
correct returns made by the several probate clerks to this of- 
fice, and like settlements by the cellectors with the territorial 
Treasurer, and it is my opinion that could atl the outstanding 
accounts now due the Territory be collected, there would at 
least be sufficient to take up all the liabilities of the Territory 
to this date for which warrants have been drawn. 
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By reference to the document marked A, will be seen the 
amounts received each month, as well as the. amount of war- 


rants drawn each month, and the actual amount of indebted- 


ness of the Territory, for which warrants have been drawn. 

The balance of outstanding warrants, not paid upon the first 
day of December, 1852, was $431 93, which added_to the 
amount of outstanding warrants for the year ending November 


‘15th 1853, $2,620 65, shows the sum of $3,052 58 to be the © 


amount now owing by the Territory to the holders of her war- ` 
rants, for the liquidation of ‘which, I estimate, that, the 
amount of ontstanding accounts due the Territory, to date of 


' November 15th 18538, to be $8,161 62, of which about seventy- 


five per cent. will probably be collected, amounting to $2,371 22, 
which will leave a ballance unprovided for of about $618 387. 
The Territorial Treasurer has reported to me that of the loan 
made by him, by order of the Legislature, June 11, 1851,.the 
sum of $3,580 88 of the princpal remains unpaid, and $2,426 
95 of the interest to January 1, 1854, amounting in all to $6,- . 


‘007 83, is still due to Messrs, Collins, Perea, and Armijo, and 


that of the loan made January 1, 1852 from A. J. Martinez, the 
principal of $505 00 is still due, which with the interest to Jan- 
uary 1, 1854 amounts to $624 18, making the amount due on 
loans January 1, 1854 $6,632 01, to which add the amount due 
on warrants of $3,052 58, makes the total indebtedness of the 


_ Territory to be $9,684 59.. 


In compliance with law, I have had printed and distributed, _ 
blank forms of returns of revenue, to the several counties, most 
of which were received by them, and the returns have generally 
been made according to the form prescribed. 

In pursuance to the law passed at the last session of the Leg- 
islature, providing for the enforcement of the collection of the 
revenue, J caused suits to be commenced in April last, against 
Don. Fernando Arragon, collector of the county of Bernalillo, for 
an amount unknown; also against Don Lorenzo Labadi, collec- 
tor of the county fof Valencia for $804 62; and against Don 
José Apodacca, collector of the county of Soccoro for the sum of — 
$175 00, none of which have as yet been decided. And, in ~ 
connection with this matter, I would state that I have learned 
that Mr. Arragon never gave security as collector, and that he 


= could not do so when called upon by the Probate Court in April 


“ 


or May last, showing gross neglect of official duty on the part 
of the Probate Judge who preceeded Don Rafael Armijo, in that 
office in the county of Bernalillo. My. Labadi, I believe has 
responsible surities, as well as Mr. Appodacca, although I have 
no official information to the point. And in view of the case of 
Arragon, would respectfully suggest that a law be passed re- 
quiring that certified copies of the bonds given by collectors of 
revenue, be filed. in this office, thereby securing the Territory 
as far as possible against losses arising from neglect of official 
duty on the part of the Probate Judges, 
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‘There appears to be a discrepancy in the law concerning gam- 
bling licences, the Spanish says $ 600,00 shall be collected for 
every period of three mouths, while the English says that, that 
sum shall be collected for every period of six months, and as in 
case any license should be granted and collected under the Eng- 
lish version, it would make a difference of $ 600,00, I have 
thought proper to call your attention to the fact. E 

I would respectfully call your attention to the accompanying 
document, marked B, it being the account current of the several 
collectors and counties , with the Territory. ca 

By reference to it you will perceive, that from the county of 
Taos the sum of $ 427,00 has been collected and paid into the 
Territorial Treasury up to July 6th 1853, since when, no report 
has been made to this office. zs! 

From the county of Rio Arriba, the reports have been received 
regularly, aud the sum of $ 846,50 has been collected. and 

aid. l E 
: From the county of Santa Fé, no reports have been received 
since Sept: 22nd 1852, until the 16th inst., consequently, returns 
are due for nearly a year; of the balance of $ 970,00 due De- > 
cember 1st., 1852, Mr. Stephens has paid the sum of $ 561,86, 
leaving a balance of $ 408, 14 still owing by him, against which 
he holds claims, against the Territory, as he says for feeding 
prisoners &c., by order of Gov, Calhoun, from the fact that no 
returns have been made to this office, during the time mentioned: 
above I am unable to say, what amount has been collected by 
Mr. Stephens in the interval, but suppose at the least, it will 
amount to $ 2009,00. 

The sum of $ 75,00 reported as collected from September 15, 
1853, is still owing by Mr. Labadi, the present collector, he has 
been absent from town for some few days, but will shortly re- 
turn, when I believe he will pay up. | ! 

The ballsnee of $ 240,00 due from tne Collector of San Miguel, 
has been liquidated by a special appropriation to Mr. Gallegos, 
by whom tho bailance was owing. The returns have regularly 
been made and paid, amounting to $ 1017,00. 

From the county of Santa Anna, the sum of $ 200,00 has 
been reported and paid, and here I would say, this sum is the 
proceeds of Merchants and Pedlars licenses only. I recently saw 
some rules and orders of court which were issued by the late 
Probate Court, which authorized the collection of liquor licenses 
by constables ; Constables are not anthomzed by law to perform 
any such service ; I am unable to say whether any licenses have 
been collected by the constables, in the county of Senta Anna, 
but should suppose so, and at ali evenis, no money has been 
paid by any of them into the Territorial Treasury. 

I would suggest that inquiry be made in reign en te thie oost. 
ter by the Legislature, and that measures ve taken to prevèn 
. the repetition of such acts on the part of the Probate Court; there 
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are no means at present provided, by which the Auditor can vin- 
dicAts.the rights of the Territory in such unusual cases and I can . 
only call attention to the occurrence. — — z 
` From the county ef Bernalillo, the sum of $ 256,50 has been 
paid by Mr. F. Arragon on account ; There bas been no reports 
of amount of Revenue collected in this. country, from January 
24, 1852, to April 5, 1853, it is true, that one paper purperting 
to be a report has been received, covering part of the time, but 
it was impossible to tell from it what it was intended for exactly, 
as it had no date, no name, or in fact anything to show that it 
came, from the county of Bernalillo, another appeared to show 
how many. blank licenses had been issued to Mr. Arragon, but 
gave no information of importance to this office. J believe that 
‘a much larger sum than $ 256,50 was collected by Mr. Arragon, 
and ‘for that reason commenced suit against him as before stated ; 
the. sum of $ 243,00 was reported as collected by Mr. Garcia, 
from April 5th 18538, to Augnst 4th, 1853, of which amonnt he 
paid $ 215,00, but as his his commission and mileage is still due 
him on this account, he actually owes but a small sum; $ 137,50 
has been paid by Mr J. Gallegos in full of amount reported as 
collected from August 5th to October 29, 1853. 

From the county of Valencia no report has been received 
since December 9, 1852, and as Mr. Labadi, did not pay over 
the sum of $ 804,62 therein stated to be due from him, I caused 
suit to be commenced for its collection. I believe Mr. Labadi 

. elaims from the Territory sums exceeding that in amount, the’ 
greater part of which can not be audited by law—the sum of 
$ 804,00 paid by Mr. Labadi, (as he informed me himself) is 
the sum collected by him. from November 8, 1852, up to the date 
of his resignation, as Collector of the county of Valencia, in 
June last ; no reports have been received for that time, nor for 
the period that has elapsed since. 

From the county of Socorro, the reports have been made reg- 
ularly, the payment also, amounting to $ 396,00 except for the 
last report $ 57,00, which sum is now owing by Mr. Cuella y 
Medina, the present collector. The sum of $ 175,00, which ap- 
pears to have been collected from January to May 1852, was, as 
appears from a letter from the Probate Judge, collected by J. 
Davidson (as deputy collector for Mr. Apodacca) who abscon- 
ded from the Territory, sometime last year, without paying over 
this amount; of conrse I have held Mr. Apodacca responsible 
for the amount. 

From the county of Doña Ana, no money has been received, 
the reports were received as shown, but stating that one half of 
the amount $ 200,00 had been diverted to the use ofthe county ; 
I at once informed Mr, R. Campbell the then collector, that no 

\ such division could be permitted, and that I shonld hold him 
responsible for the whole amount due, | 

I have as yct had no opportunity to make any further cfforts 
for the collection of this sum, but will do so as soon as possible. 
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-` From fines imposed uner the laws of the Territory $ 25,00 has 
been reported and paid by Mr. Herrera late Probate Judge of 
the county of San Miguel. That other fines have been imposed 
and perhaps collected, I have no doubt, but no more have been 
reported to this office. = :

To liquidate which, and other claims, now owing by the Terri- 
tory, I consider, a general tax law indispensable, and in aid of 
such a law, I would respectfully propose that the law regulating 
licenses, should be so amended as to impose a tax.of $ 5,00 for 
every thousand dollars over and above $6000,00, for instance, 
should the Merchant in his affidavit to the collector state, that he 
had received $7000,00 for the last six months preceeding, let his 
tax for Territorial purposes be $ 45,00 instead of forty Collars as 
is now the case; for ten thousand dollars, sixty dollars and soon. 
I think that such an amendment would produce to the Territory 
nearly, if not quite one thousand dollars annualy more than isde- 
rived at present from the same source,

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_ Jt will be seen by the above statement that several counties 
have not settled with the Treasury Department, according to law, 
and are indebted more or less to the Territory. | 

The exact state of their indebtedness will be more fully ex- 
plained by the Auditor’s report, as the business of this office is 
confined to receiving and disbursing the Territorial funds, upon 
the Auditor’s certificates and warrants. 

From the county of Doña Ana, I have received no “funds at 
all, since November 1852, during-the period of one year; from. 
Valencia county, I have received absolutely nothing since the 
month of April 1851, a period of two years and seven months, 
except three hundred and four dollars in papers, Territorial war- 
rants; from the county of Santa Fé, I have received absolutely 
‘nothing since the month of March 1852, during the period of 
one year and eight months, except five hundred and sixty-one 
dollars and eighty-six cents, in papers, Territorial warrants. 
Neither has any one of the collectors of the above named coun- 
ties made any settlement with Treasurer up to this date. Thenew 
collector of Santa Fé county, Lorenzo Labadi, has settled his 
accounts with the Auditor, but has not paid over yet the Terri- 
torial funds to the Treasurer. 

There are now filed in this office, Territorial warrants to the 
amount of one thousand three hundred and fifty dollars, waiting 
the neccessary funds to pay them. 

Not having any power or authority myself, but to receive and 
receipt for, 1 can do nothing to change or to better this condi- 
tion of things. — | 

The county of Santa Fè is still indebted to the Territorial 
Treasury in the amount of one thousand four hundred and three 
dollars and seventy-seven cents, since the year 1851, in thie fol- 
lowing manner: 

When O. H. Merritt, former sheriff and collector of Santa Fé 
county, made his settlement with the Treasury Department, in 
1851, I received from said Merritt a number of county warrants, 
to the amount above stated, by a special order from Governor 
John Munroe, dated February 18, 1851, with the condition to 
refund that amount as soon as possible, but this has not been 
done, and the county warrants remain stil on deposit in this 
office. 

There is also still on deposit in this office, in cash, the amount 
of seventy-five dollars and twenty-five cents, belonging to the 
former six per cent. duties, the proper persons not having called 
at this oflice for the repayment of the different amounts paid by 
them to the Treasury on account of the formerly existing six per 


- 
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cent. duties on merchandise, imported from the United States 
into this Territory in the years 1848 and 1849.

COMMISSIONERS OF PUBLIC BULLDINGS. 


To the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Terri- - 


tory of New Mexico. 


The Commissioners appointed in accordance with an act of 
the Legislature passed January 12, 1855, entitled, ‘‘An act to 
authorize the commencement and completion of the Public 
Buildings for the Territory of New Mexico,” have the honor to - 
submit the following report of their proceedings, | 

The Board of Comissioners of Public Buildings, held its first 
session on the 18th day of January 1853, at Santa Fé: present 
Manuel Alvarez, Francisco Ortiz y Delegado and Preston Beck 
Jr., being all the members of the Commission, Preston Beck Jr 
was elected President of the Board, and in conformity to section , 
12th of the Act, D. V. Whiting was appointed clerk. 7 

J. Houghton baving been appointed previously Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, to act under the direction of the Commission 
as prescribed in section 19th of the act, the Board was fully or- 
ganized and prepared to enter upon the discharge of its du- 
tias. 

Ata meeting on the 19th of January, the Superintendent was 
directed to report at a subsequent meeting, as to the practicability 
of repairing or improving the present Publie Buildings to render 
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them suitable for the purpose required, and in regard to the fit- . 
ness of the proposed site of the new. building immediately in the 
rear of the present Government Buildings, and also in regard to 
the material of which the same should be erected. ~ 
The Superintendent at meetings held on the 22nd and 27th of 
January reported against the practicability of repairing the pres- 
ent Government Building,.so as to render it suitable for the pur- 
poses required and ‘favorably as to the site in rear of the old 
uildings, and also recommended Blue or Gray Limestone as the 
‘material for basement and outer walls of the superstructure. of 
the proposed buildings. (see reports marked A & B ) E 
On the 5th day of February, plans and. elevations of the pro- 
posed Capitol eae were submitteed by the Superintendent, 
approved by the Board, which plans and the site selected for the 
Building were approved by the Governor, as required by law. 
February 26, 1853. A part of the site selected for the Capitol 
- Building being occupied by the Garrison of U. S. Troops at this 
‘place, a note was addressed to the officer in command of the 
ost, asking when it would be in his. power to deliver posses- 
sion of the ground: The matter was referred by him to Col. E. 
- V, Sumner Commanding 9th Military Department, who referred 
‘the subject to the authorities at Washington. On the 81st of 
_ January, a communication was addressed to the Secretary of 
State, with a map of the grounds and asking possession of the 
grounds for the site. No reply having been received to the com- 
„munication of the Commission of the 31st of January, on the 
30th of June, and possession not yet having been obtained of the 
ground, and as longer to delay the commencement of the erection 
of the building would be to lose the whole season proper for the 
construction of Masonry, the Commission determined to change 
the site of the Capitol Building to near the north east corner of 
the public grounds pertaining to the “Palacio” known as the 
‘* Murallo.” This site upon which the building is now being 
erected was approved by the Governor on July 6th. Immedi- 
ately after the adoption of the plans; the Commission proceeded 
to advertize according to Jaw, inviting proposals for contracts 
for material. First, advertising to receive proposals, on the 11th ` 
of March, for the quarrying of one thousand cubic yards of lime- 
stone delivered at the quarry within one and half miles of the 
site of the building. The proposals presented were five in all, 
and ranged from one dollar ninety five to eight Gollars per cubic 
yard, the lowest bidder declining to contract for that price, the 
u ommission invited other bids from those who had proposed, 
The second vids ranged from two dollars and fifteen cents to four 
dollars, (see schedule of*bids, paper G) the bid of Messrs. Kelly 
& Giddings, being the lowest, the contract was awarded to them 
\and duly entered into. This contract was subsequently exten- 
ded to 8000 eubie yards of lime stone, and has been executed, 
the stone paid for,and the contractors and securities released 
from the contract.

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On the 21st of April after due públic notice as : prescribed by 
the act, proposals were received for the delivery of 21,840 feet,

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An exhibit of these items of expenditures will be found in the 
Abstract, account current, and vouchers herewith presented. | 
In the adoption of the plan upon which the capitol building is ` 
being erected, the commissioners contemplated the erection of a 
building, that would meet the wants of the Territory and be 
creditable to the liberality of Congress, having at the same time 
a due regard to economy and durability. It was not -of course 
contemplated that $ 20,000 would go far towards the erection of 
such a building, under all the difficulties to be encountered in 
the commencement of a work. unprecedented in New Mexico ; 
but the Commissioners believe that the amount of work accam- 
. plished with the $ 20,000 appropriated, is, under existing cireum- 
stances more than could have been expected.
